AnORDER of the Lords, for the betcer direion of the Overſeers appoynted in the ſeverall Pariſhes 
of the city of OxrorD , egainſt the (br eading of the Infetion of the Plague. 


He lateQion of the Pizgnebeing much diiperied in ſeverall Pariſhes and places wirhin this 
Cry, Totheend char all poſſible care may be rakento provide forthe fick,and to keep the ſick 
trom the whole, which,by Gods bleising, may bea great meanes to ſtay the Infe&ion, Ir is 
Orderec, That the Perſons herezfier mentioned , be the Overſeers for this important Ser- 
vice, and rake fpeciall care in the ſeverall Pariſhes and Precints commended to their charge 

that theſe direions here under given be punctually and ſtrictly obſerved. 


I Voacwicnthcy thallunderſtand that any Perſon is fallcn ſich. in any houſe, that thcre be no reſort thithes 
by ſtra"gers, rill ir bediſcerncd whetherthe fickacſle be infectious or not. 

2 Thattheſe Overſecrs uſe their beſt care, as ſoon as they underſtand whoare fallen ſick, to informe them. 
; ſelves what the nature ofthe diſeafeis, and the Sy mptoms thereof, and then give farther directions. 

3 Thatasſoonas any Houlc is infeGed, or probably ſiilpsRedtobe intced, that itbe ſhut u p,and the perſons in the Houſe commanded 
to keepin the Houle, till fartherorder given for openirg the Houſe againe. 

4 That a Waicn-man be fer at thc fore. dore ot the Honſe,bothto k2ep inthe perſons withinthe Honlſe,and alſo to fetch them ſuch neceſ. 
farics as they w.int, to be delivered rothem ſo diſcreetiy and warily as may not endanger themſelyes, or thoſe to whom they ſhall reſort, 
5 That when thc Houſe ſhall be known tobe intced with the Plague, forthwith a Red- Crofle be ſet on the outward doore of the Houſe 
with an inſcription in Cipitall Letters, withthele words, LORD HAVE MERCY VPONYS, andthis Crofle , and the Io- 
(cription be taken off ag ine whe 1the Houſe is appointed to be opeacd, and not before. 

6 Thatthe Watch-men appoynted take an Oath for their fairhfull performance of thar ſervice. 

7 That every ſuch Watch-man, when he fittcrh or gocth in the ſtreets, carry a white ſtick in his hand, that ſo others may be admoniſhed 
- Not to preſſe too neare into his Company, | 

8 Thattf rhere vea back. deote or gateto the Houſe ſhut up,that that back-doore be faſt ſhur,that no paſſage bethat way, and alſo a Pad- 
locke hanged upon the fore-doore, whereof the Watch-manto keep the key. 

9 That thele Overiecrs appoynt Searchers and tcndets for the fick Perſons, and Bearers and Buriers when any ſhall dye; and give Oathes 
to them alſo , ro oble: vetheir ſeverall employments faithfully. 

10 Ifany appoyntedro any of thoſe places or ſervices, being fit for the ſame, ſhall rcfuſe toundertake the employment,or negle& it when 
it is once undertaken, or deale unfaithfuliy therein, they muſt know, that they ſhall be proceeded againſt with all trineſle and leverity, 
according to the quality of their faults, 

t1 Thacaliburialls of Perſors dyi:g of the Plague be in the night time, aftertennc of the clock at the ſooneſt , and without concourſe 
of People, and that the Corpiebelaid at leaft foure foot acep under the ground, and be beſtowed in ſuch burying places, as to that purpoſe 
(ha!l be appoynted. 

12 That the Church-yards within the City be ſparcd from theſe Burialls, they being for the moſt part ſmall, and now very inconvenient 
70 receivethe bodyes of theſe infefed perſons. 

13 Thatall Dogs and Cuts in the Towne >e forthwith ſent away out of the Towne, orſuch asare found in the Streets, or Courts of the 
Colledges,to be knockt 01 the head, and their Carcafles carryed away and buryed without the Works at a convenient diſtance, 

14 That if any Colledges or Halls be infeed or ſuſpeted, rhat the Governours of thoſe Houſes give [ſpeedy notice thereof to the 
Overſeers ofthat Pariſhor Precinct within which ſuch Colledge or Hill lyeth, and then thoſe Overſeers by the advice and approbation of 
thoſe Governoursof the Colledges and Halls for thetime being, {cad ſuch Officers as ſhall be ſo thought fit to performe thoſe Offices ro the 
fick or infected perions which ihall be firand neceſſary, 

Andin ſuch caſes lo much co be ſhut up as the Overſeers, by the advice of the Governour of that Houſe, ſhall think fat.
